For Peace in Colorado 
President W ilson has sought to end the coal strike 
in Colorado In an appeal to employer and employe 
to adopt a tentative basis for the adjustm ent of the 
strike, thiB to be drawn up by the Commission of 
Conciliation appointed by Secretary W ilson of the 
Labor departm ent 
The basis of agreem ent offered by the President 
includes the establishm ent of a three-year truce, 
subject to the enforcem ent of the mining and labor 
law s of Colorado; the return to work of m iners who 
have not been convicted of law violations; Hie pro­ 
hibition of intim idation of union or non-union men; 
the publication of current scale of wages and rules 
and the appointm ent of a grievance comm ittee by 
the employes. The agreem ent provides that iii cases 
w here the officers of the company or the grievance 
com m ittee cannot settle difficulties a commission of 
three men named by the President shall step in and 
act as the final referee of all disputes. 
Under the 
agreem ent the claim for contractural relations would 
be waived, no mine guards would he employed, the 
federal troops now on duty in the strike district 
would be withdrawn, picketing, parading, colonizing 
or mass campaigning bj Hie miners would be stop 
ped and the suspension of work would be prohibited 
pending a decision by the 
commission. 
The 
ex­ 
penses of the commission would be divided between 
the employers and employes. 
The P resident’s let­ 
te r follows: 
“I feel justified in addressing you with regard to 
th e present strike situation in Colorado because it 
has lasted so long, has gone through so many serious 
stages and is fraught with so many possibilities that 
it has become of national Importance. 
As you know, 
Federal troops have been in the State for the pur­ 
pose of maintaining order now for a long time. 
I 
have been hoping every day during that time that 
some light would come out of the peplexities of the 
situation, some indication that the mine operators 
and the miners who are now on strike were willing 
to consider proposals of accommodation and settle­ 
m ent, but no such indication lias reached me and I 
am now obliged to determ ine whether I ani justified 
in using tlie army of the United States indefinitely 
for police purposes. 
Many things may come out of 
this situation if it is not handled with public spirit 
and a sincere desire to safeguard the public as well 
as all others concerned, perhaps the m ost serious 
of them all Hie feeling which is being generated and 
the impression of the public that no one is willing 
to act, no one willing to yield anything, no one will­ 
ing even to consider term s of accommodation. 
"As you know, two representatives of the govern­ 
m ent of the United States have been actively en­ 
gaged in investigating the whole situation and in 
trying to reach a dispassionate conclusion as to 
what it is possible to do In justice to both sides not 
only, but also in the interest of the public. The re­ 
sult of their investigation and of their very thought­ 
ful consideration in the m atter has been the drafting 
of the enclosed ‘tentative basis for the adjustm ent 
of the strike.’ 
I recommend it to you for your most 
serious consideration. 
I hope that you will consider 
it as if you were acting for the whole country and 
I beg that you will regard it as urged upon your ac­ 
ceptance by myself with very deep earnestness. This 
is a time. I am sure you will feel, when everything 
should be done that it is possible for men to do to 
see that all untoward and threatening circum stances 
of every sort are taken out of the life of the people 
of the United States. 
Sincerely yours. 
"WOODROW WILSON.” 


Remedial Oil Land Leasing Bill 
The remedial oil laud leasing bill which has been 
approved by the President and is now Hie law will, 
it is believed, be of great benefit to many oil pro­ 
ducers in California. 
A copy of the law has been 
received by The Financial News. 
It reads thus: 
"An act to protect the locators in good faith of 
oil and gas lands who shall have effected an actual 
discovery of oil or gas on the public lands of the 
United States, or their successors in interest,” ap­ 
proved March 2, 1911, shall be amended by adding 
thereto the following section: 
“Section 2. That, where applications for patents 
have been or may hereafter be offered for any oil 
or gas land included in an order of withdrawal upon 
which oil or gas has heretofore been discovered, or 
is being produced, or upon which drilling operations 
were in actual progress on October 3, 1910, and oil 
or gas is thereafter discovered thereon, and where 
there has been no final determ ination by the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior upon such applications for pat­ 
ent. said Secretary, in liis discretion, may enter 
into agreem ents, under such conditions as he may 
prescribe with such applicants for patents in pos­ 
session of such land or any portions thereof, relative 
to the disposition of the oil or gas produced there­ 
from or the proceeds thereof, pending final deter­ 
mination of the title thereto by the Secretary of 
the Interior, or such other disposition of the same 
aa may be authorized by law. Any money which may 
accrue to the United States under Hie provisions 
of this act from lands within Ute naval petroleum 
reserves shall be set aside for the needs of the navy, 
and deposited in the Treasury to the credit of a 
fund to be known as Hie navy petroleum fund, which 
shall be applied to the needs of the navy as Con­ 
gress may from tim e to time direct, by appropria­ 
tion or otherwise." 


Americans Most Extravagant 
The Am erican people are today probably the most 
extravagant on the face of the earth, according to 
W. E. Knox, in a discussion of “T h rift” before the 
New’ England B ankers’ convention. 
He said in part: 
"I suppose that our state of extravagance is only 
a natural outcome of conditions as they are. 
We 
have a new country, and for many years our natural 
resources were so great we thought there was no 
end to them. 
But, we find now th at we are not as 
wealthy as wre once were, th a t we are coming to 
the end of our resources in a great many ways, 
that we have been extremely lavish on our expendi­ 
tures. 
I think the average American family w’astes 
enough to keep the average Frnch family, which is 
som thing all of us need* td think about. 
There is 
most certainly an end to the wealth of this coun­ 
try, and w'e have to inculcate in the people the ideas 
of thrift and economy that the nation of France 
has today. 
“I heard on a public platform a very distinguished 
American editor, in replying to a speech made bv 
a Canadian banker, in which the Canadian banker 
had said th at the trade balance of the year before 
thai Canada had paid Hie United States was one 
hundred and seventy-five millions of dollars. 
This 
American editor, with som ewhat questionable taste, 
got up and said, ‘While one hundred and seventy- 
five millions of dollars may be a great sum to 
Canada it was about half the sum the United States 
had spent for soda w ater the year before.’ I sup­ 
pose if he had brought in chewing gum and other 
things of that sort he Gould have brought it up to 
several hundred millions of dollars. 
And doesn’t it 
, seem to you that that one statem ent is a commen­ 
tary on the way we live and the way we have been 
living a great many years? 
"Now the schools are teaching people and the 
churches are teaching people, and I say that the 
bunks ought to teach people. 
In spite of w hat some 
of our friends at W ashington think about the banks 
and about the bankers, I am very strongly of the 
opinion that the bankers are all the tim e very patri­ 
otic American citizens, that they w ant to do what 
Is right, th a t they w ant to do the square thing for 
the betterm ent and uplift of the various communi­ 
ties, and if we were consulted a little more about 
some things, we might have been able to suggest 
some Im provements in the present currency legisla­ 
tion. 
I think we could have brought about a m eas­ 
ure that would have been better than the present 
one. 
We have got to be, it seem s to me, like St. 
Paul, forgetting those years th at have gone before 
and looking forward. 
W e w ant to forget the evil 
th at a good many people have done. 
There have 
been a great many evils done in the nam e of busi­ 
ness. 
I say positively that, taking into consideration 
all the evils that have been done, the good th at 
was done w as very much more than the evil that 
waB done. 
Now to get away from th at general talk, 
there are two or three things, it seem s to me, we 
w ant to get impressed upon the people Just as soon 
as we can, and that is tile fact th at us the nation 
grows older, Hie nation must in the nature of things 
become more prosperous, but we are not as pros­ 
perous as we have been, (he w ealth is not so abun­ 
dant, there are more people to distribute it among. 
Nothing in this world is absolutely Just. All th at 
we can strain for is to better the present conditions 
and we cannot Burely by any legislation bring the 
uiilletiium any nearer than the Lord in his Provid­ 
ence has willed it shall come.” 


Big Bond Deal Conducted 
That California is more than prosperous is evi­ 
denced by the fact th at bonds to the am ount of $939,- 
ooo issued by the H untington Land and Im provem ent 
Company have been purchased by two well known 
California bond houses, the deal haviug been con­ 
summated this week. 
The firms who made the pur­ 
chase are Torrance, M arshall & Co., and E. H. Rol­ 
lins and Son. 
W ithin a few days the bonds in 
question will be offered the investing public of the 
State and th at the issue will be quickly taken up 
is certain. 


The original issue was 114,000,000 of which $9,500,- 
ooo have been sold. Bonds valued at $4,000,000 were 
withheld at the tim e to meet the expiring bonds of 
the old $4,000,000 Issue, the first of which is involved 
in Hie deal announced yesterday. 
The rem aining 
$50o,ooo are retained by the company. 


Taxation of Securities 
At a meeting of the Board of Governors of the 
Investm ent B ankers’ Association In Boston, W, H. 
Lyon of New York, presented a report on Hie taxa­ 
tion of securities in which he said: 
“Hot Ii as a m atter of taxation principle, and as a 
m atter of fairness to tile conservative investors of 
a community, stock and bonds should receive the 
same treatm ent in taxation. 
J would personally ad­ 
vocate the taxation of securities at a low annual 
rate, the tax to he local and not exclusively a source 
of state revenue. 
.lust what the rate of tax ought 
to be cannot be a m atter of a scientifically precise 
ascertainm ent. 
Probably the actual justification of 
a tax on representatives which has no equivalent 
iii the case of directly owned property would not 
cover a tax much higher than that imposed in New 
York. 
Tile demand for this taxation against tile 
security holder, who otherwise would make welcome 
a higher tax than principle would justify, 
It may 
tie that people will sometimes come to the conclu­ 
sion that some taxes ought to be paid in the com­ 
munity of residences on account of directly owned 
property as well as on account of representatives. 
Such a tax, equal to the tax on intangibles would 
even m atters up.”

ORDINANCE NO. 11S 


An Ordinance Amending Ordinance No. 
113, entitled, **An Ordinance Regulat­ 
ing the Traffic Over Public Highways 
In the County of Orange.” 


The Board of Supervisors of the County 
of Orange, State of California, do ordain 
as follows: 
SECTION I. 
Section XVII of Ordinance No. I ll, en­ 
titled, “An Ordinance regulating the tra f­ 
fic over public highways lh the County 
of Orange” is hereby repealed ami In 
lieu thereof and to be numbered XVII of 
said Ordinance No. 113 it Ie ordained ae 
follows; 
Any person violating any qf tike pro­ 
visions of this ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con­ 
viction thereof, shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than two hundred and 
fifty (1250.00) Dollars, or by imprison­ 
ment In the county Jail for a period of 
not more than ninety days, or by both 
such fine and. Imprisonment. 
SECTION II.

PARENTI AND PUPILS, 
SAYS SUPT. GRANSTON 


School opens Monday. September 28. 
W ashington school, sometimes known as Central, will 
be open to white children only, On account of the fact that 
the Catholic church lias organized a private school for 
other pupils, and for the further lesson that the large in­ 
crease in attendance last year, and the prospective increase 
for this year, makes the use of W ashington school for white 
children only, imperative. 
The first six grades will be represented at W ashington 
school, but no kindergarten. W ashington school has been 
repainted and tinted and put in first class condition for the 
comfort and convenience of pupils and teachers. 
P arents'are ^requested to send their children to the 
school nearest their homes. Superintendent Cranston may 
find it necessary later to modify this plan, on account of 
congested conditions that may arise in certain schools. 
Parents of kindergarten children should take notice 
that the kindergarten age is from four and one-half to six 
years. However, if a child will be four and one-half years 
of age within three m onths of the opening of the school 
term , he may be admitted. 
The same rule applies to the 
children entering the first-grade; that is, that they shall 
be six years of age, or shall'become six years of age within 
three months of the opening of the school term. 
Parents are urgently requested 16 see that their chil- 
* dren begin school the first day, Monday, September 28, 
and that they be prompt and regular in attendance during 
the school year. This request is made, not only in the in­ 
terest of the parents and children, but in the interest of the 
taxpayers as well. 
There will be a general teachers’ m eeting on Satur­ 
day, September 26, at IO a. rn., in the music room of the 
H igh School. All teachers are requested to be present. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


All students desiring to enter the H igh School must 
enroll tomorrow or W ednesday. ‘ No enrollments will be 
made after W ednesday. .Principal McMath stated that all 
students must be on time M onday morning. 
School will 
start promptly at the usual hour. ’
